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Rossi takes 


Baylands

Once again it was the small and mighty dirt 
eaters, the race-Karts, blazing the multi- 
purpose Baylands Raceway Park facility. Over 
100 entries from as far away as Sparks, NV to 


the north and San Luis Obisbo 
to the south sought the chance 
to take the Pro purse of over 
$500 home and the overall title 


with it as well. 

On hand were some of the top riders 
on the west coast, names like two-time 
1981 Grand National Champion Jeff 
Nelson and his Invader Racing- 
sponsored machine, last month's 
overall winner Greg Peterson and 
former Junior National Champion 
Tim Meyers, also racing his 
Performance Karting entry. Another 
top dirt racer named Scott Murray 
who does it also in a sprint car, and a 
cast of many others performed. 

Baylands is currently becoming 
widely known as the top dirt track in 
California and with so many top 
entries showing up, the lineup speaks 
for itself. Besides the Pros at 
Baylands, there were also six other 
classes well represented, all the way 
down to Rookie Junior. 

The Pros got underway in the first 


heat with Meyers taking the lead while 
being tailed very closely by Nelson and 
Peterson. With Meyers in the lead, it 
was Peterson passing Nelson with a 
brilliant move to the high side of the 


track and moving into second. On the’ 


fourth lap disaster hit — Meyers 
moved too low on the track and got 
caught in a deep rut which threw the 
back end of his kart around, forcing a 
spin. With this, Peterson, Nelson and 
Henry Rossi went by while Meyers had 
to wait for traffic to clear. Once on the 
track Meyers showed his super talents 
by working his way back to sixth. At 
the checkered flag it was Peterson with 
the win followed by Nelson and Rossi. 
With the bad luck that Meyers had, it 
was a super ride that gave him the fifth 
spot. 

In the second heat all 16 karts came 
roaring down the front straight with 
Nelson snagging the lead, Rossi and 
Scott Murray in hot pursuit, With the 
pack way ahead, it was Meyers starting 
on the outside and last row making a

great move up high and passing five 
others to get his kart into the top 10 
drivers. In the front of the pack John 
Russell took his kart all the way to the 
front of the pack by drafting around 
both Nelson and Murray. One of the 
best moves of the afternoon came as 
Meyers swung high into turn one and 
then dove down into turn two. Meyers 
moved all the way into fifth position. 
Once again Meyers, got hit by the bad 
luck bug as Al Megenity lost his clutch 
going into turn four and stopped with 
Meyers stuck right on his tail. Again, 
several riders passed Meyers until he 
got his kart back to speed. When the 
checkered flag fell, it was Russell 
taking the win followed very tightly by 
Rossi and Nelson. Once again it was 
Meyers making a late charge and 
moving all the way into fourth place. 


The final race of the day faced up to 
be one of the best ever run on the high- 
banked oval at Baylands as all the top 
headliners and stars were at the head 
of the grid. At the green it was Nelson 
jumping into an early lead with Rossi, 
Peterson and Meyers following in a 
close pack. This bunch never switched 
a position until the seventh lap when 
Murray moved into fourth. As Nelson 
came out of turn two on the high side, 
he lost control of his kart and spun out 
and was hit by a kart that was a lap 
down. This completely destroyed 
Nelson's kart and all of his chances of 
winning the title. As the field bunched 
up for a restart, it looked to be a race 
n) flag as there were only two laps 
eft. 


At the green it was Rossi taking a 
great line into the first turn ahead of 
Murray and Meyers. When the 





checkered flag came out it was Rossi 
and Murray almost dead even as they 
came into turn three. Coming out of 
turn four, it was Rossi's kart showing a 
litle more horsepower and burning 
the tires all the way to the checkered 
flag with Murray second and Meyers 
taking third. The win for Rossi was his 
first Pro win and with that he took 
home the large purse and huge trophy. 


Some other top riders that wheeled 
their machines around the high- 
banked track were Pat Porter in the 
100cc Super Stock Lites, as he took 
both races and then topped off the 
afternoon by bagging the main and 
taking home the Baylands trophy. 
Another great ride came from. Mike 
Walter in the 100cc Novice, as he 
wheeled his MadMan Special around 
the tough course with a first place in 
both heats, then a great come from- 
behind-win in the main. 


Baylands will be holding regular 
kart meets with the big two-day 
Winter Nationals meet scheduled for 
the latter part of Febuary. For

Jaskowiak top 
ADRA three-wheel 
desert race

AJO, AZ, JAN. 9 

It looked like the entire town of 
Ajo was out to see the first race of 
the Arizona Desert Racing Asso- 
ciation's 1982 desert racing sea- 
son. Unlike past ADRA races, only the 
buggies and three-wheelers raced in 
the Ajo race. Pro Buggies raced three 
loops (120 miles), Sportsman Buggies 
raced two loops (80 miles), and 
Beginner Buggies and three-wheelers 
had to race one loop (40 miles). 

Three-wheel riders thought the 40- 
mile course was a lot of fun and one of 
the most grueling course's ever because 
half of it consisted of three foot deep 
silt beds caused from the previous 
buggy races that day. It was 4:00 p.m. 
when the Beginner Buggies started to 
race and the and the three-wheelers 
started racing at 4:15p.m., five 
minutes after the last Beginner Buggy 
left the starting line. 

It was Helm & Son sponsored Tom 
Kakavas riding a fully-suspened four- 
stroke (228cc) Honda who took the 
early lead in Class 6 (250cc) but didn't 
keep it for long as he had to stop to fix 
a rear flat tire at about four miles from 
thr start. Frank Truemen on a Honda 
250R took over the lead but 
later was passed by Robbie Madison 
also on a 250R. From Check one to 
Check two (halfway point) it looked 
like a graveyard with half of the 
buggies and three-wheelers broken 
down in the Three-Foot-Deep silt 
beds. 

At check two it was Kakavas who 
regained the lead with Madison second 
and Mike Jaskowiak, riding a fully 
suspended ATC Shop-sponsored Class 
5 (240cc) in third. Meanwhile at the 
finish line everyone was getting 
worried beacause it was getting dark 
and not one single Beginner Buggy or 
three-wheeler had come across the 
finish line yet. 

It was about 5:49 p.m. when 
Kakavas crossed the finish line first in 
the dark with Madison second and 
Jaskowiak third. All three of them had 
beaten the first place buggy to the 
finish line. Based on Madison's and 
Jaskowiak's later starting times, 
Madison got first overall and first in 
Class 6 with a time of 129:43, 
Jaskowiak got second overall and first 
in Class 5 with a time of 130:50 and 
Kakavas in Class 6 with a time of 
132;59. 

Kelly Cheatham, riding a front- 
suspended ATC 185s, took first in 
Class 4 (205cc) and Hatch's Saw & 
Cycle-sponsored Craig Kakavas took 
second in Class 4 riding aATC 185. 

Zap McKaye took first in Class 3 
(175cc) and Larry Miller got first in 
Class 1 riding a Ajo ATC-sponsored 
Honda 110. Debbie McCormick took 
first in Class 7 (Powder Puff) riding a 
Yamaha 175. 

The next ATV race of the 1982 
ADRA points season will be on Feb. 21 
at thr Sixth Annual Salome Grand 
Prix in Salome, AZ. For more 
information on ADRA ATV races 
contact ADRA at 602/252-1900. 


Kakavas takes 
ADRA Gila Bend 
Grand Prix

GILA BEND, AZ, JAN. 24 

Forty-six three-wheelers and 370 
motorcycles showed up for 





Prix to race the fast 33-mile 
course. This was Arizona Desert 
Racing Association's eighth Gila Bend 
Grand Prix, and since the race starts 
in downtown Gila Bend, thousands of 
spectators lined the paved streets to 
watch the start. 

Class Six (250cc) three-wheelers 
raced two times around the course, 
with all of the other three-wheeler 
classes racing once around it. The 
expected overall winner of the three- 
wheeler race was Helm & Son's Tom 
Kakavas, as he had won last year's Gila 
Bend three-wheeler race and had 
showed up at this race with his strange 
looking big-tired ATC200 with front 
and rear suspension. It sits about eight 
inches higher than his competion, 
ATC250s. 

The course, which many of the 
three-wheelers considered to be very 
fast, consisted of a little drag racing 
down the paved streets, then about 12 
miles of sand wash which ended at the 
infamous 200-foot long culvert going 
under the freeway. This year it had 
water in it which made it a little hairy 
in the middle with no headlight. Then 
it was 20 miles of dirt roads and back 
into town to the finish line. 

In Class Six, Kakavas took the early 
lead at the start riding his Nicholson 
mono-frame 228cc Honda four-stroke. 
At the end of the first loop with one 
more loop to go, it was Kakavas first 
with a two-minute lead over Tucson 
Three-Wheeler Supply-sponsored 
Hank Winter, on his trick looking 
black Honda 250R. Two minutes 
behind Winter was another Tucson 
Three-Wheeler Supply rider, Buddy 
Nelson, also on a Honda 250R. 

Following Nelson were nine more 
Class Six racers, then the first of the 
one loop class racers with Mike 
Jaskowiak riding his ATC Shop- 
sponsored 185S to take first in Class 
Five (240cc). Following Jaskowiak was 
Kelly Cheatham riding his front 
suspended 185S to take first in Class 
Four (205cc) and Dean Adams on his 
185S getting second in Class Four. 
John Clines, riding his Hatch’s Saw & 
Cycle-sponsored Yamaha 175, had the 
mishap of having his front axle come 
out of his forks 100 feet from the finish 
line and crashing into a car. Clines still 
managed to repair his three-wheeler 
and take first in Class Three (175cc) 
with James Dalyniuk on his Yamaha 
getting second. Rick Branch on a 
Yamaha 125cc got first in Class One 
(110cc) with Stacey Baker getting 
second on his 110 Honda. 

Debbie McCormick riding her 
Yamaha 175 got first in Class Seven 
(Powder Puff), Connie Kakavas on her 
Hatch’s Saw & Cycle front-suspended 
185S getting second. 

Most of the first loop class racers 
had finished, and everyone was 
waiting to see who was going to be the 
first of the big Class Six racers. Sure 
enough as predicted, it was Kakavas 
who came in first in class and first 
overall with a four-minute lead over 
Winter, with teammate Nelson getting 
thrid. 

Besides the usual 1982 points and 
trophies the racers got, there were a lot 
of contingencies awarded from most of 
the sponsors. The Gila Bend Grand 
Prix was ADRA's second desert three- 
wheeler race of the 1982 points season 
with the fourth race of the season 
being the Sells Grand Prix in Sells, AZ 
on April 4. For more information on

Archer Stops the 
Bear at Southways

Manley was the first to ride 
Southways newly produced 
"Bear," a three-wheeler designed 
and built by track owner Clyde Daniels 
and Butch Stamper. The machine was 
finished at 2:00 a.m. Saturday to be 
raced that evening. With time running 
short, its performance was not fully 
tested or perfected. 

"Bear" has a frame built from a 
PE250 B model Susuki using 
components from an Odyssey, with a 
modified Odyssey final drive. RM80 
leading axle front air forks were used 
along with KYB remote resevoir shocks 
on the rear. The engine is a stock PE 
250cc Susuki with .040" Wiseco 
overbore piston and compression 
release. The triple clamps were made 
by Davis Machinery. "Bear" uses 
plastic body parts from a Yamaha Tri- 
Moto 125, with a modified Kawasaki 
seat and extra long B&C 
manufactured foot pegs. The front 
tire is an Ohtsu 20 x 7.00-8. Rear tires 
are Carlisle 18 x 9.50 x 8. A 520 motor- 
to-transfer case drive chain was used 
with a 530 final drive chain. “Bear” 
delivers an estimated 50 horsepower to 
the ground. 

The people at 3-H Performance, 
Inc. of Vidalia, LA, showed up 
Saturday afternoon with their own 
prototype experimental — a modified 
Kawasaki turning 248cc. 

As all riders lined up for the first 
heat, the real test was on. The flag 
raised and they were off. Taking the 
lead ending the first lap was Marc 
Archer on a modified Honda 250. Jim 
Hargon on his Kawasaki was in 
second, with “The California Kid” 
third. On the very next lap all three 
riders were in a pack. The spectators 
roared with excitement. Manley was 
now in the lead with Hargon passing 
Archer for second. Manley was pulling 
Hargon and Archer strongly down the 
straightaways, but still being a close 





race. Hargon and Archer were side by 
side around the turns, but on the sixth 
lap, Hargon was overtaken by Archer 
for second. Manley, now confident of 
his lead, wheelied down the back 
stretch straightaway. Still not far 
behind, Hargon was not giving into 
Archer easily. He stayed right with 
Archer with only inches apart all the 
way to the checkered. Manley held the 
lead followed by Archer, then Hargon. 
Claude Pumilia, on a Yamaha 
finished fourth. 


In the second heat, Hargon grabbed 
the lead followed by Archer and 
Pumilia. Manley had problems off the 
line and was trying hard to make up 
for lost time, Although a close race, 
Hargon held the lead to the 
checkered, followed by Archer. 
Manley was riding faster and faster, 
passing Pumilia on the fourth lap. On 
the sixth lap, Manley spun out, and 
was overtaken by Pumilia, and that's 
the way they finished. 


In the final heat, Hargon once 
again took the lead followed by 
Archer. Manley had clutch problems 
right from the start and ended up 
behind Pumilia, Manley was then 
forced to pull out. On the fifth lap, 
Hargon had problems and could not 
finish, that left Archer and Pumilia 
with a first and second place victory, 
respectively. 


Saturday night was tough for 
Manley. He had very little practice on 
such a powerful machine. Southways 
was really proud of his performance. 
"Bear" has since had it's problems 
resolved and will be ready for next 
Saturday night. ATV

Finally the ATVs were not 
justa halftime show, buta full- 
blown, get down, no holds- 
barred show. The program went 
something like this: The AMA 
Wrangler® Supercross series race 
Saturday at 8:00 p.m., which attracted 
30,974 people (some 20,000 stayed) 
and ended by 11 p.m. Just before the 
Main event got underway announcer 
Larry Huffman informed the crowd 
not to leave their seats, three-wheelers 
were coming their way. To say the 
least nobody knew what to expect. 
When the 21 qualifiers for the Dome 
were brought out, even the motocross 
guys were awe-struck. By the end of 
the main, the three-wheelers were 
primed and ready. Huffman, the 
number one announcer in the world, 
kept the crowd setting at the edge of 
their seats waiting for the start. 


Tonight, however, just the three- 
wheelers were racing; the Odysseys 
would run on Sunday. 

The three-wheelers lined up in two 
rows, 250s in the front, 200s in the 
back. As the green flag was dropped, 
Sundahl jumped out in front followed 
by Mark “Wax” Weixeldorfer, Alan 
Todd, Mike Chester and Kelly 
Johnson. The crowd roared with 
excitment, they loved it. 30 seconds 
later the 200s were let go. Sparks took 
the lead at the drop of the flag with 
Scott Lium, Micky Dunlap, Derek 
Dahl and Stephen Cleveland follow- 
ing in hot pursuit. Since this event 
was part of the Yamaha Gold Cup 
series, 3-B Lightning Yamaha- 
mountd Steve Wright. had the most 
pressure on him to do well. He had 
gotten a bad start, and began making 
his move to the front of the pack. 
Sundahl at this time was stretching

out his lead. The course gave the 
three-wheelers a tough time, due to 
the fact it was the same course the 
motocrossers used. Wax held a strong 
second with Chester moving into 
third. Todd held fourth unchallenged. 
Sparks wasted no time picking his 
way through traffic and caught up to 
the 250cc class. By lap seven, Sparks 
had moved to fifth in the 250cc class 
and wascoming up on Todd. Dunlap 
was also picking his way up to the 
250cc class. Dunlap was having a 
little trouble in the beginning but 
began to get accustomed to his 
borrowed machine. 

The riders were. putting on one 
heckuva show and the crowd loved 
every minute of it. With two laps left, 
Sparks made his move past Todd and 
set his sights on Chester. Spark’s 
little four-stroke could be heard 
around the ‘Dome as it was spurred 
on after Chester. As the checkered 
flag came out, it was Sundahl all 
alone and taking the win with Wax 
finishing a distant second, Chester 
finished just inches ahead of Sparks. 
Todd held onto fifth with Brehm 
sixth, Micky Dunlap hung in there to 
take a strong second in the 200cc class 
with Dahl nipping at his tires for 
third. 

“The track was a lot slower than 
Anaheim — I kept hearing a motor 
behind me so I kept the gas on and I 
came to find out later it was coming 
from the bikes on the other part of the 
track,” Sundahl reflected later. 

“The Dirt was a lot thicker than, 
say, Anaheim: it seemed to hold the 
bike down. My right rear kept feeling 
like it was going to come off, I don’t 
know why, I could never put my 
finger on it. The jumps were really 
great, in fact, the whole thing was 
really great," commented Wax. 


Sparks noted later, “The ground 
was a little spongy — it gave too 
much. I felt I was having trouble 
with my rearend but came to find out 
it was just the dirt." Dunlap said, 
“The track was not as tough as I 
thought it would be. I had trouble at 
first due to the fact it was not my bike. 
I had been building one for this race 
but didn't get it done in time. I 
thought the whole program was great, 
all those people in the stands — it 
was neat." 


Sunday the same program applied, 
first the motocross, then the Odysseys, 
only this time, the race started much 
earlier, like 5 p.m. Three divisions of 
Odysseys would be run; Modified, 
Super Stock and Stock. Larry 
Huffman again really played up this 
event, in fact, 20,000 spectators sat in 
awe waiting for the flag to drop. The 
course this time had to be changed 
after the motorcycles finished. Ruts 
played a big part as smoothing out 
the track was necessary. 

As the first wave took off, it was 
Hillside Honda's Eddie Brown getting 


out first followed by Roger Stanley 
and Ted Winkler, also of Hillside 
Honda. As the Super Stock classs 
took off, Paul Breuig of Hillside 
Honda slid into turn one first ahead 
of Wayne Gilmore, Sonny Mark and 
Dennis Delong. Next came the Stock 
class 30 seconds later, with Mike 
Hawkings proceeding to take the 
first turn lead ahead of Bryan Fjyolek, 
Randy Clark and Ronald Scollard. 

By lap three of the 10-lap race 
everyone had bunched together, the 
crowd was on its feet going crazy, and 
the drivers were not letting up a lick, 
bouncing all over the track. Stanley 
moved up to challenge Brown and 
the crowd was impressed, urging 
Stanley on. At the halfway mark 
Stanley passed Brown, and you would 
have thought the Seattle Seahawks 
had just won the Superbowl by the 
reaction of the stands. 

These two fought back and forth, 
with Stanley still retaining the lead. 
Brown was a mad man and there was 
no slowing him down as he kept his 
fingers in it to clear a section of 
whoops and pass Stanley, it was 
insane! 

Out of the 18 drivers, seven had 
already had problems of some sort, 
mainly getting on their heads, which 
happened more times than not.

In the crazy man Stock 
class Mike Hawkings nailed down 
top honors followed by a hard 
charging Bryan Fjyolek, with Clark 
and Scollard third and fourth. 

“I really hope the crowd loved it 
'cause I really worked my tail off in 
that one," Brown commented. A very 
tired Breunig said, “I never worked 
so hard; that was one tough track, but 
it was worth every minute." 

Doug Richards, the man behind 
the whole program, did what no 
other promoter has done before and 
pulled off the most impressive race 
indoors with a captive audience that 
completely went out of their minds. 
Also, a big thanks goes to Pace 
Management for allowing this 
program to take place.

pionship at Riverside, CA, Kawasaki 
showed up, to everyone's amazement, 
with a 250cc two-stroke. Lee Rogers, 
Research and Development Test Super- 
visor for Kawasaki, was and is the man 
behind Kawasaki's endeavor. “It was 
almost a year ago — I was in the shop 
working when all of a sudden I got this 
idea to build a 250cc two-stroke, go- 
for-it racer," reflects Rogers. "Nobody 
in the Kawasaki plant knew what I was 
up to, nor did I want anybody to 
know. I wanted to wait until 
everything was right, or at least almost 
everything was right. When it came 
time to show my boss what I had come 
up with I don't think he knew really 
what to say. He had no idea. It com- 
pletely caught him off guard." 

On Nov. 15, 1981, Rogers showed 
up in San Diego to ride the first CRC 
Three-Wheel Supercross program, 
putting in an impressive ride to finish 
second overall. “The coverage I 
received in ATV News flooded Kawa- 
saki’s switchboards. I'd say at least 
90% of Kawasaki's employees had no 


idea what was going on, but the paper 
really opened their eyes,” Rogers 


relates. Asked how Kawasaki feels 
about his efforts today, Rogers said, 
“You are here getting an exclusive 
rundown aren’t you? In fact, I was 
rather surprised they let us get together. 
Even though this is a prototype, it’s 
exciting to know they’re going full 
steam ahead.” 

One look at the KDX gives you a 
sense of heighth. Roger's first 
prototype (this is now his third) 
sported 10 inches of travel front and 
rear. Rogers has now brought the 
travel down to eight and one half front 
and rear. 

Up front Rogers elected to go with a 
drum brake instead of disc. It's hand 
built but uses the same size brake as 
the KDX and the motocrossers use. 
The reason for the drum? "It was 
easier to make the hub and everything 
to accept the drum brake than it was 
for a disc. The swept area is bigger 
than most disc brakes on the market. 
With the new motocrossers now using 





the disc it would be no problem to 
change over, answered Rogers. 
Whether or not the disc will be used on 
the production model is still up in the 
air. Rogers seems to be pleased with 
the drum, however, saying "They're 


strong enough and I've had no m | E 


problem with them fading." The first : — YO

forks was the location of the axle 
which changed the trail factor, which 
in turn makes it easier to turn. 

The frame is a KX125 chassis, but 
the bottom part of the frame has been 
changed to accept a 250cc engine. 
“The first frame I tried was a 250 
frame with a 125cc engine, but I 
didn’t have enough power, so on my 
second bike I put a 250cc motor into 
the 250 frame. Well, that didn’t seem 
to handle as well as I liked, so I put a 
250cc motor into a 125 frame. Now 
everything handles just right. It 
seemed to be a good compromise, plus 
with the trail factor changed on the 
front end, I haven't changed anything 

else on the chassis," explains Rogers. 

Rogers also noted that he did experi- 
ment with different head angles, like 
raising the fork tubes up and down, 
but other than that, the chassis was 
left alone. 

The engine, as it sits right now, has 
a KX top end with a KDX lower end. 
What's nice is that the KDX has a six 
speed transmission. The flexibility of 
the gears is what prompted Rogers to 
go with the KDX lower end. The first 
time the bike was raced it had a 
standard KDX engine model in it, but 
Rogers quickly realized that it needed 


more horsepower. That's when the KX : T Aon zm. 
top end was put on. The carburetor xu. oe 


put on a standard KDX is a 36mm, 
but with the KX top end a 38mm is 
used. 

The hardest part of the machine to 
build was the rear suspension. The 
main problem was devising a way to 
attach an axle to an existing motorcycle 
swingarm using a standard KX125 
Uni-Trak suspension system. 
Modification had to be made to the 
shock, damping rate, spring-rate and 
link-ratio. The swingarm is now 
shorter than it is on a motorcycle, 
which changed the leverage ratio on 
the shock. An '81 KX125 model shock 
is used to cushion the rear, and a softer 
spring is used due to the fact the 
swingarm is shorter. "The swingarm 
was my design, that is what enabled 
me to build this machine. Overcoming 
the problem of attaching an axle to a 
motorcycle swingarm, that was the 
toughest problem to solve. Other than 
that, the machine went together quite 
well," commented Rogers. 

The triple clamps were welded 
together out of old spare clamps they 
had laying around. The width was 
determined by standard three-wheel 
tire. The offset axle came together 
after a lot of trial and error. 

The rear end sports a drum brake, 
reason being convenience. A complete 
Honda axle, drum brake and spacers 
were used to get this machine up and 
running. Of course the production 
models will use all Kawasaki goodies. 
“The rear brake is its weakest point. 
It's not strong enough for this type of 
application, weight, speed and power” 
comments Rogers. 

As the bike sits right now, it seems to 
have the potential of being a winner. 
As of this writing, nothing has been 
planned yet as to when production will 
start; however, plans for release are 
due sometime this fall. Much is 
promised from Kawasaki in '83 and 
with the starting of the KXT (the 
model's given name) they seem to be 
on the right foot. ATV

defy the cold, 


whoops and 
pressures

PARKER, AZ, FEB. 6 


Team Honda's Mike Chester and Curtis Sparks 
wicked their ATC Performance Factory-tuned 
Honda 250R into the cheering finish line to 
place first overall Class 33 three-wheeler, with 


a time of 5:13:46:35 in the 

SCORE/ Pernod Parker 400. 
The Parker, however, did not 

make things easy on the 13 three- 


wheeler entrants. Second overall went 
to team 3-Wheeling Magazine's Harry 
McDermott, Tracey Dickson and Mike 
Coe, with a time of 5:19:18.40. 

By 6:30 a.m. the moment of truth 
was about to come. The temperature 
ranged from 32 degrees to 25 degrees 
with the bone-chilling wind factor. 
The three-wheelers sat idle — nervous 
yet anxious, anticipating the start. 
Nothing was really said. It was as if 
some type of emotion had taken them 
over, some form of bondage between 
them. Rumors had been floating 
around that some of the Class 1 cars 
had let it be known that they did not 
like the three-wheelers and were out to 
get them. Jealousy entered into the 
picture. Something to the effect that 
these toys were taking away some of 
their glory. Plus, the three-wheelers 
were moved from the last starting 
position to the second, right behind 
the bikes. Safety falls in this category, 
as they end up passing them anyway. 

First off the line was the Class 43 
three-wheeler, of which there was only 
one. Dean Sundahl and Mark "Wax" 
Weixildorfer were aboard Team 
Honda’s 350R. The rest followed suit 
in 30 second intervals on 250Rs — 
Class 33. 

Thunder Alley was the 53-mile 
mark where some of the trading off of 
partners would take place. Sundahl 
pulled in at 8:00 a.m. with Sparks two 
minutes behind. This was not bad, 
considering Sparks didn’t start until 
6:48, almost three minutes behind. 
Sundahl turned his bike over to Wax 
while Sparks turned his over to Chester. 
Dickson came through but didn't 
change. Dickson, however, was eight 
minutes behind, followed by Tom 
Gildea, who turned it over to Wes 
Arnold, who was six minutes behind 
Dickson. 

As the front-runners were on the 
gas, Dickson was having his share of 
problems. First his shock started 
going, which hurt his back, then the 
ATC seized twice only four miles out. 
“After it seized it was locked so I rolled 
it back and forth until it broke loose, 
then went for it,” Dickson 
commented. Bob Briggs got off hard, 
breaking his arm and shoulder. His co- 
rider, Dan Chittender, took over and 
finished fifth on the California side. 

Wax finished the rest of the 110-mile 
California loop, coming in at 9:43:36. 
Chester was not far behind, coming in 
at 9:46:17, with Mike Coe, who took 
over for Dickson at check two, 


following in at 9:55:50, and Arnold at 
10:00:32. Matt Sweeney of Team 
Shrew nailed down fifth 250 at 
10:18:55. 

Down time was one hour from the 
time you clocked in at the finish. This 
gave rS just enough time to load up, 
travel 27 miles to the Arizona side, 
check your three-wheeler out and have 
at it again. But this time the course 
was 85 miles long. While everyone else 
went two loops back to back, the three- 
wheelers only went one loop. 

Sundahl, who elected to run the 
Arizona side all alone, took off like a 
bolt of lightning, followed by Sparks 
three minutes later. qe ran into 
trouble right away. “I think I was only 
about a mile out when I came to the 
big four whoop section — I cleared the 
first two. After that, the party was 
over. Next thing I knew, somebody 
was helping me up. I really thought I 
bought the farm. You talk about being 
dingy, man, I didn't know if I was 
coming, going, or already been there. 
I got on my bike and flat went for it. I 
wanted to catch Sundahl. All of a 
sudden I pulled into this big pit area. 
As it turned out, I was back at the 
start," Sparks reflected. 

There was another problem, 
Sparks had a flat. By the time it was 
fixed and he was back on the course, 
Coe was 15 seconds behind. Sparks 
turned it over to Chester at the-control 
monitor check, which was $3 miles 
out. Coe, on the other hand, didn't 
switch riders until checkpoint two, 
then handed it over to McDermott. 
"McDermott got out of Checkpoint two 
ahead of me. Things started to fall 
together after that. It took me about 
four miles to get by McDermott. Man, 
that was fun," Chester commented 
after crossing the finish line. 

What about Sundahl? Well, that 
was a good question. "You mean 
nobody got the message? Sundahl 
holed a piston about a mile before 
checkpoint two. He must still be out 
there," Chester said. 

McDermott pulled into the finish 
line six minutes after Chester, for a 
total time of 5:19:18. Third went to 
the team of Wes Arnold and Tom 
Gildea, for a time of 5:23:31. 

“I couldn't believe it. The bike was 
running so good, then ... nothing. It 
must have been at least 45 minutes 
before the next three-wheeler came 
by," Sundahl commented later. ATV

RIVERSIDE, CA, JAN. 23-24 


A total of 282 entries smoked around the 
2.6-mile asphalt road course at the beautiful 
Riverside International Raceway in the 
season-opener enduro hosted by the South- 


ern California Karters. Practice 
put everything from single 
Yamis to the big and fast 300cc 
Open shifters on the track 
together, and it was something to 
behold. 

The first race on Saturday ran 
Stock Appearing Light, Junior Super 
Stock and Piston Valve Heavy 
together, a total of 61 karts. Peter 
Muller started dead last but wasted 
no time, leading the pack by the end 
of the first lap.

Heavy. 

Beginning racers get into enduro 
racing through a closely watched 
driver training program. They must 
race twice in Novice class, then may 
move up if okayed by the instructor. 
This class runs by itself, and 34 “new 
guys" started at this event. How's 
your Novice working? Julie Kuntze 
said that these guys are some of the 
safest drivers going. They also love it! 
Garry Elmendorf especially loved it, 
as he sailed through scoring in first 
place. The 31 sprint karts started on 
the long track with Mike Hood lead- 
ing for most of the hour, but he was 
black-flagged on the last lap for his 
"undesirable and unacceptable" 
driving style. Officials decided he 
had bumped way too many people. 
Racing is supposed to be a gentle- 
man's sport. SCK also runs the Sit- 
Up class to introduce sprinters to the 
big tracks and higher speeds, in hopes 
that they may want to buy an enduro 
chassis.

Fewer people showed up Sunday, 
but many who did had TVs. The way 
the game turned out, the real winners 
were at the track. The 100cc Con- 
trolled Stock, Junior Stock and Pis- 
ton Valve Light started the show 
with 49 karts at the start. Familiar 
Kathey Hartman showed the way 
from the end of the first lap while 
there was much excitement back in 
the pack. Lee Hatch was running so 
well in his bug that even after his 
manifold came completely off, he 
drove the last lap sitting up, holding 
the pipe to the engine with a rag, and 
finished fifth. Dave Struss drove very 
hard to beat 34 others in Piston Valve 
Light. 

Dual engines, triple engines and 
twin-cylinder shifters made the 26 
starters in 300cc Open sound like the 
largest class of the weekend. Over 145 
mph down the back straight surely 
made them the fastest. As you might 
imagine, the shifters blazed from the 
start, and the man who led was none 
other than the popular L.A. keyboard 
man, Ronnie Foster. He almost had 
his hands on the trophy, but a rear 
engine bolt let go, and unlike Lee 
Hatch, he was unable to find a rag 
strong enough to hold it in.
